4.  Illegal  Transportation  on  Sidewalks:  Captain  Springer  SFPD,  Traffic  Division  presented:  As 
introduction:  SFPD  wrote  85,000  moving  violations  last  year  - including  8,400  for  red  light;  1,300  for 
pedestrian  right-of-way;  4,000  for  speeding;  8,400  speeding  - plus  12,000  red  light  by  camera.  Pedestrian  deaths 
increased  from  26  in  2002  to  44  in  2004.  SFPD  is  working  to  educate  pedestrians  on  safety  - 1/3  of  pedestrian 
deaths  are  due  to  ped  fault;  1/3  to  driver  fault  and  1/3  unclear.  Last  year  there  was  a large  increase  in  pedestrian 

, fault  deaths  and  they  found  that  28%  of  ped  deaths  are  due  to  unlicensed  drivers.  SFPD  is  doing  more  random 
stops  and  they  find  lots  of  DUI  and  no  licenses  in  this  way.  He  promised  Walk  SF  that  the  SFPD  will  start  a 
test  pilot  sting  operation  with  decoy  plain  clothed  officers. 

On  sidewalks:  Segways  and  motorized  skate  boards  are  not  allowed  on  sidewalks.  Bikes,  roller  skates  and  skate 
board  are  not  permitted  on  commercial  blocks.  SFPD  wrote  127  vehicle  violations  on  commercial  sidewalks  in 
2004  with  a $64  fine.  Bikers  under  13  are  allowed  on  residential  streets.  ADA  three  wheelers  are  allowed  on 
sidewalks.  Bike  messengers  are  licensed  because  of  their  employment.  Licenses  for  bikes  are  not  required  by 
State  law. 

Bruce  Livingston:  His  child  in  a stroller  was  struck  by  a bike  messenger  - luckily  no  damage.  There  was  a close 
call  with  a biker  and  his  child  near  school.  People  do  not  know  that  it  is  against  the  law  to  ride  a bike  on  the 
sidewalk.  SAN  is  promoting  more  signs  to  educate  bikers  that  biking  on  the  sidewalk  is  not  allowed.  Frank: 
There  are  about  200  signs,  hopefully  in  place.  DPT  will  consider  more  signs  when  requested  for  busy 
commercial  street  but  that  more  enforcement  is  necessary.

Highway  1,  from  Junipero  Serra  Boulevard  to  Lake  Street,  with  the  extra  fine  revenue  for  San 
Francisco  to  be  used  for  pedestrian  safety  improvements.  “

4.  San  Jose  Corridor  Proposal:  Gillian  Gillett,  San  Jose  Avenue  Coalition  to  Save  Our  Streets 

presented:  San  Jose  was  originally  designed  as  a Boulevard  with  a wide  median,  like  Dolores.  Now,  there  are 
two  wide  lanes  each  way  plus  a peak  hour  southbound  tow  away  lane.  This  encourages  speeding  and  a radar 
trailer  often  shows  speeds  over  45  mph.  The  median  is  only  four  feet  wide.  There  are  no  curb  cuts  and  only 
three  signal  lights  in  about  1.3  miles  and  no  other  controls  including  the  area  near  St.  Lukes  hospital.  The 
Coalition  gathered  300  signatures  to  request  some  traffic  calming  from  DPT  Liveable  Streets  to  no  avail. 

The  Coalition  has  a Plan  for  a total  of  29  short,  mid  and  long  term  improvements.  Supervisor  Dufty  is 
writing  legislation  to  provide  seven  low  cost,  short  term  safety  improvements.  Members  asked  a few 
questions  before  PSAC  voted  unanimously  to  support  the  Coalition  request  for  the  following  seven  safety 
improvements: 


> Remove  a lane  of  traffic  in  each  direction  from  San  Jose  at  Randall  to  Guerrero  at  Cesar  Chavez. 

> Create  bicycle  lanes  in  each  direction  from  San  Jose  at  Randall  to  Guerrero  at  Cesar  Chavez. 

> Paint  a wider  crosshatched  median  strip  from  San  Jose  at  30th  to  Guerrero  at  Cesar  Chavez.  The  current 
concrete  median  is  too  narrow  for  pedestrian  safety. 

> Eliminate  the  “right  turn  on  red”  northbound  and  southbound  on  San  Jose  at  Randall  to  improve 
pedestrian  safety 

> Eliminate  the  “right  turn  on  red”  northbound  on  Guerrero  at  Cesar  Chavez  to  improve  pedestrian 

safety. 

> Eliminate  the  “right  turn  on  red”  southbound  on  Guerrero  at  24th  Street  to  improve  pedestrian  safety. 

> Eliminate  the  tow  away  zone  on  southbound  Guerrero  at  Cesar  Chavez.  A one-block  third  lane  is 
counterproductive  if  there  are  only  two  traffic  lanes  across  Cesar  Chavez. 

5.  Sidewalk  Parking  Enforcement:  We  discussed  and  expanded  the  list  of  questions  formulated  by  the 

Working  Committee.  There  was  concern  that  some  members  of  the  public  are  threatened  when  they  report 

sidewalk  parking  to  DPT.  PSAC  agreed  that  the  following  questions  will  be  submitted  (after  quick  PSAC 

review)  to  DPT  for  written  response  prior  to  discussion  at  the  June  PSAC  meeting:

Public  Comment:  Bruce  Oka:  Some  of  these  questions  have  been  answered  at  his  Disabled  Access 
Committee.  He  was  recently  almost  hit  by  a car  when  he  was  forced  out  into  traffic  in  his  wheelchair  when  a 
car  completely  blocked  the  sidewalk.  He  has  also  had  close  calls  with  bikes  riding  on  the  sidewalk.  Carolyn 
Blair:  Trees  are  good  for  traffic  calming.  We  need  more  enforcement  against  sidewalk  parking.  There 
should  be  a limit  to  new  garages  and  curb  cuts  which  often  remove  trees. 


> How  many  Parking  Control  Officers  (PCOs)  are  on  duty  each  day?  - How  many  are  assigned  for  evening 
duty? 

> How  many  Community  Parking  Officers  (CPOs)  are  on  duty  each  day?  - How  many  are  assigned  for 
evening  duty?

> Is  there  a method  of  defining  the  space  in  front  of  a house  as  to  which  part  is  private  property  and  which 
part  is  sidewalk? 

> Who  pays  when  PCOs  are  diverted  for  special  events  or  ball  games? 

> Is  it  illegal  not  to  have  a visible  license  plate  on  a vehicle?  Some  motorcycles  are  covered  and  parked  on 
the  sidewalk.  Are  these  motorcycles  ticketed? 

> Are  PCOs  revenue  neutral  or  are  they  revenue  productive? 

6.  Pedestrian  Master  Plan  (PMP):  Frank  responded  to  the  questions  prepared  by  the  Working  Committee 
and  others  as  follows:  DPT  has  started  working  on  scope  of  PMP  for  the  SFCTA.  The  scope  will  be  to  PSAC 
in  July.  They  expect  funding  in  the  Fall  for  a process  that  will  take  two  to  three  years.  DPT  expects  to  take 
the  lead  to  develop  PMP  but  an  existing  working  group  of  other  agencies  will  be  involved.  The  Planning 
Department  is  asking  the  TA  for  $85,000.  The  first  steps  will  be  to  check  on  all  past  efforts  and  to  develop  a 
public  outreach  process.

1.  Announcements:  Kelton:  SFPD  has  done  three  two  hour  pedestrian  stings  with  about  100  tickets  issued  each 
time.  On  a few  occasions  the  police  officer  decoy  had  to  jump  back  for  safety.  The  stings  are  staffed  by  officers 
on  overtime  and  funded  by  a grant.  Many  drivers  have  no  knowledge  of  pedestrian  rights.  Typically  120  cars 
yield  while  98  did  not.  The  media  coverage  for  these  stings  was  insufficient.  Grant  funding  is  available  from 
the  Mission  and  Tenderloin  pedestrian  safety  studies.  Lynch:  Large  increase  in  auto  accidents  at  Geary  and 
Arguello  Frank:  Pedestrian  fatalities  down  by  44%  and  auto  fatalities  down  by  50%  over  four  month  period  last 
year.  Howard:  I will  miss  July  meeting.  Cheryl  will  take  minutes. 

2.  Public  Comment:  Michael  Radetsky,  DPH:  Last  year  fatalities  were  up  50%  over  the  previous  year. 
Typically  numbers  vary  widely  each  year.  By  reviewing  over  the  last  few  years  to  counter  the  yearly 
fluctuation,  it  appears  fatality  numbers  are  going  down.  The  Health  Dept,  has  produced  “slow  down”  banners 
for  Tenderloin  and  Mission  neighborhoods.  These  banners  have  a long  life  and  will  be  moved  around  as 
openings  are  available.  They  also  held  student  contests  to  produce  ped  safety  posters  at  two  elementary  schools 
where  a student  was  killed  or  injured  by  traffic. 

3.  May  Minutes:  Approved  with  correction  - speed  sign 

4.  Sidewalk  Parking  Enforcement  follow  up:  Commander  Sylvia  Harper  presented  tabulations  and 
discussion  to  answer  PS  AC  list  of  previous  submitted  questions.  There  are  304  budgeted  Parking  Control 
Officer,  PCO,  positions.  Max  weekday  has  186  PCO  and  there  are  only  44  PCO  on  Sundays.  A table  shows 
staffing  levels  for  various  shifts.  Two  large  shifts  do  587/588  work  to  handle  peak  hour  towing  and  special 
functions  and  requested  towing.  There  are  three  large  shifts  to  do  general  enforcement  including  meters  and 
boots  for  scofflaws.  Two  smaller  shifts  do  Residential  Permit  enforcement  and  are  supposed  to  do  sidewalk 
parking  enforcement  too.  PCO  are  often  diverted  for:  accidents,  fires,  special  events  and  parades,  with  no 
compensation  to  DPT  - the  Giants  Ball  Park  typically  diverts  23  PCO.  In  two  days  the  PCO  fined  6,000  cars 
parked  on  the  sidewalk  and  gave  out  warnings  that  the  fine  will  go  up  to  $100  in  July.  If  a ticket  car  is 
considered  a hazard,  they  are  towed.  1%  of  ticketed  cars  are  towed.  During  peak  hour  towing  times  there  is 
little  chance  for  sidewalk  enforcement.  Only  neighborhoods  with  Residential  Parking  Permits  have  regular 
sidewalk  parking  enforcement.  The  problem  of  cars  parallel  parked  on  19th  Avenue  with  two  wheels  on  the 
sidewalk  was  discussed.  The  Commander  stated  that  because  residents  feel  that  their  cars  will  be  damaged  due 
to  the  narrow,  busy,  high  speed  lanes  this  has  not  been  enforced.  Assemblyman  Yee’s  double  speeding  fine  on 
19th  Avenue  may  increase  enforcement  on  that  street.  Prop  ‘K’  also  has  funds  for  traffic  calming  and  comer 
bulbs  to  help.  The  Commander  regularly  meets  with  SFPD  to  discuss  enforcement.

2.  Walk  to  School  Day:  Adam  Gubser  presented:  Most  SF  schools  have  lots  of  parents  dropping  off 
because  many  kids  are  required  to  come  from  a distance  in  order  to  maintain  the  desired  diversity  index. 
In  Marin  they  found  that  60%  of  accidents  were  caused  by  parents  there  to  drop  off  kids.  There  are  230 
public,  private  and  parochial  schools  in  SF.  Some  parochial  schools  have  a high  proportion  of  kids 
walking.  DPT  has  a grant  from  the  State  Office  of  Traffic  Safety  to  encourage  schools  to  develop  Walk 
to  School  Day  programs  and  are  working  with  seven  schools.  There  is  only  one  DPT  person  to  work  on 
long  term  improvements  for  walking.  DPT  is  working  with  agreeable  schools  and  neighborhoods  to 
promote  walking  to  school  as  a health  benefit.  DPT  is  trying  to  move  some  drop  off  zones  a block  or  so 
from  school  to  help  diminish  the  drop-off  mess.  SFPD  also  works  to  promote  safety.  The  Walk  to 
Schools  is  planned  for  the  first  Wednesday  in  October  and  this  seems  to  be  too  early  in  the  school  year 
because  teachers  and  principals  are  busy  starting  the  new  year. 

3.  Public  Comment:  There  was  none. 

4.  Pedestrian  Master  Plan  Resolution:  Emily  Drennen  Presented  for  Walk  SF:  We  reviewed  a draft 
copy  of  a proposed  resolution  for  the  SFC  Transportation  Authority  to  award  a two  year  contract  for 
public  outreach,  to  help  develop  the  SF  PMP,  to  a non  profit  ped  safety  organization.  The  proposed 
amount,  $125,000  is  probably  a reasonable  proportion  of  the  $300,000  available  from  the  0.5%  sales  tax 
reauthorization  - and  other  funds  may  be  available.  Frank  Markowitz::  DPT  expects  to  take  the  lead  in 
the  project  - has  problems  with  the  objectivity  of  advocacy  groups  and  wants  PS  AC  to  be  involved. 

There  is  time  for  a full  City  bidding  process  though  the  SFCTA  may  not  be  subject  to  all  requirements. 
Bob  Planthold  pointed  out  that  the  agenda  did  not  include  this  as  a action  item.  PSAC  decided  to  send 
the  issue  to  our  Working  Committee  to  prepare  a recommendation  for  action  next  month. 

5.  Accessible  Ped  Signal:  Joem  Kroll  and  Frank  Markowitz  presented:  APS  can  consist  of  various 
methods  to  improve  crossing  safety  for  blind  and  other  disabled  people  at  intersections.  DPT  has  a grant 
and  they  are  working  with  Lighthouse  for  the  Blind,  who  was  considering  a suit  because  SF  now  has 
only  two  of  these  signals.  There  are  many  signals  in  use  around  the  country  and  study  is  necessary  to  see 
which  ones  are  most  suitable  for  SF.  There  is  about  $390,000  available  from  the  sales  tax  plus  $50,000 
from  Caltrans.  Kathleen  Anderson  from  Lighthouse  was  supportive.  DPT  distributed  various  lists  of  test 
sites  being  considered.  DPT  expects  to  have  an  initial  test  for  twelve  locations  and  various  equipment  to 
be  followed  by  28  more  locations  with  more  focused  APS  methods.  Frank  Gallagher,  Vice  Commodore 
of  Bay  Area  Disabled  Sailors  said  that  they  need  APS  to  cross  Embarcadero  at  Brannan.  Jeanne  Lynch 
pointed  that  APS  is  necessary  to  cross  Geary  at  at  least  two  locations.  PSAC  decided  to  continue  this 
item  to  next  month  and  develop  criteria  for  test  site  selection. 

6.  Supervisor  Ma  Ped  Safety  Ordinance  Update:  Ordinance  copies  were  distributed.  Ordinance  was 
introduced  to  Land  Use  Committee  - no  hearing  date  yet.  DPT  has  problems  with:  definition  of  crossing 
time;  high  cost  of  66%  of  intersections  requiring  ladder  cross  walks  and  reduced  safety  of  marked  cross 
walks  at  uncontrolled  intersections.

Pedestrian  Safety  in  San  Francisco 

December  20, 2010 

Death  and  serious  injury  suffered  by  pedestrians  is  too  common  in  San  Francisco.  San 
Franciscans  experience  about  800  pedestrian  injures  and  22  fatalities  every  year. 
Approximately  half  of  traffic  collision  fatalities  are  experienced  by  people  walking. 
The  risk  of  a fatality  per  walking  trip  is  currently  higher  than  per  motor  vehicle  trip 
both  in  San  Francisco  and  nationwide. 

Seniors  and  children  are  particularly  vulnerable  to  severe  pedestrian  injury.  For 
instance,  in  2004-2008  seniors  experienced  42%  of  pedestrian  fatalities,  but  made  up 
only  15%  of  the  San  Francisco  population.  Further,  preventing  pedestrian  injuries  will 
save  not  only  lives,  but  also  taxpayer  funds.  In  2008,  $15  million  was  spent  treating 
pedestrian  injuries  at  San  Francisco  General  Hospital,  45%  of  which  was  charged  to 
Medical  and  Medicare. 

Transportation  research  has  demonstrated  that  serious  and  fatal  injuries  suffered  by 
people  walking  are  often  preventable  with  careful  attention  to  the  design,  operation  and 
enforcement  of  the  transportation  system.  One  of  the  most  important  steps  to  reduce 
fatal  and  serious  injuries  is  designing  streets  so  that  motor  vehicles  travel  at  speeds  that 
are  safe  for  everyone,  including  pedestrians.  When  vehicles  are  traveling  at  30  mph, 
studies  show  that  pedestrians  are  six  times  more  likely  to  die  than  in  collisions  with 
vehicles  travelling  at  20  mph  or  less. 

Actions  to  reduce  injuries  have  been  proven  in  practice.  In  London,  for  example,  the 
implementation  of  20  mph  residential  zones  resulted  in  an  almost  50%  reduction  in 
collisions  in  which  pedestrians  were  killed  or  seriously  injured.  Motor  vehicle 
violations  such  as  the  failure  of  drivers  to  yield  to  people  walking  in  intersections  are 
also  significant  contributing  factors  to  pedestrian  injury  in  San  Francisco. 

For  these  reasons,  I am  establishing  targets  for  the  reduction  of  serious  and  fatal 
pedestrian  injuries.  I am  directing  City  staff  to  both  implement  short-term  priority 
pedestrian  safety  actions  and  to  create  and  implement  a longer-term  Pedestrian  Action 
Plan  to  promote  walking  and  make  it  safer  in  San  Francisco. 

I am  directing  city  agencies  to  coordinate  through  the  Director’s  Working  Group 
toward  a citywide  target  of  a 25%  reduction  in  serious  and  fatal  pedestrian  injuries  by 
2016  and  50%  reduction  by  2021.  Serious  and  fatal  pedestrian  injury  reductions  should 
also  reduce  existing  inequities  in  serious  injuries  by  neighborhood.  These  injury 
prevention  goals  should  be  linked  with  a complementary  citywide  goal  of  increasing 
walking  as  a share  of  trips  in  the  city. 
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NEAR  TERM  ACTION 
Short  term  priority  actions  for  pedestrian  safety  (to  be  commenced  within  60  days  with 
quarterly  progress  reports  to  the  SFMTA  Board  of  Directors)  shall  include: 

(a)  Implementing  a 15  mph  speed  limit  signage  at  all  schools  in  San  Francisco,  led  by 
SFMTA  Sustainable  Streets  Division  and  enforced  by  the  San  Francisco  Police 
Department  and  at  other  areas  where  applicable  by  law,  including  senior  centers.  This 
speed  threshold  is  the  maximum  level  at  which  pedestrians  will  survive  in  the  event  of  a 
collision.  At  speeds  above  15  mph,  crash  severity  climbs  quickly.  Local  governments 
are  authorized  by  state  law  (AB  321)  to  lower  the  speed  limit  in  this  fashion. 

(b)  Identifying  and  implementing  “home  zones”  within  the  SFMTA  Sustainable  Streets 
Division  traffic  calming  program  based  on  factors  , including  history  of  injuries  and 
fatalities,  existing  pedestrian  environmental  conditions,  and  feasibility,  and  ensuring 
that  low-income  and  communities  of  color  benefit  from  this  program. 

(c)  Implementing  a pedestrian  safety  engineering  program  led  by  the  SFMTA 
Sustainable  Streets  Division  aimed  at  corridors  and  neighborhoods  with  the  highest 
levels  of  pedestrian  injuries  over  the  last  several  years,  potentially  including  measures 
tailored  to  intersection  characteristics,  such  as  signal  phasing/timing  changes  and 
improved  crosswalk  visibility. 

(d)  Implementing  a targeted  pedestrian  safety  enforcement  program  led  by  the  San 
Francisco  Police  Department,  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health,  and  the 
SFMTA  to  address  motor  vehicle/pedestrian  violations  and  increase  enforcement 
efforts  informed  by  data  including  history  of  severe  injuries  and  fatalities. 

(e)  Building  on  existing  research,  DPH  will  develop  pedestrian  injury  prediction 
models  for  San  Francisco  to  identify  and  quantify  the  modifiable  environmental  and 
transportation  characteristics  contributing  to  injuries  and  injury  severity. 

(f)  Continuing  the  work  of  DPH,  in  cooperation  with  SFMTA  and  the  Planning 
Department,  to  evaluate  opportunities  to  use  the  Pedestrian  Environmental  Quality 
Index  as  a tool  to  prioritize  pedestrian  realm  improvements  in  plans  and  projects. 

(g)  Identifying  international  evidence-based  pedestrian  safety  practices,  led  by  the  San 
Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health  and  the  SFMTA  Sustainable  Streets  Division 
that  could  be  applied  in  San  Francisco  to  reduce  severe  injury  and  death. 

(h)  The  DWG  will  also  be  tasked  to  identify  existing  and  new  funds  to  implement  the 
above  actions  to  meet  these  targets,  and  seek  efficiencies  within  interagency 
coordination  to  reduce  the  cost  of  implementation. 

(i)  Initiate  outreach  in  collaboration  with  community  organizations  for  all  of  the  above 
efforts  to  ensure  community  participation  and  equitable  distribution  of  efforts  and 
resources  to  improve  pedestrian  safety. 
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PEDESTRIAN  SAFETY  TASK  FORCE 

This  Executive  Directive  creates  the  Pedestrian  Safety  Task  Force  to  coordinate  and 
implement  the  short-term  actions.  The  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health  and 
SFMTA  Sustainable  Streets  Division  shall  be  the  lead  agencies  coordinating  this  effort. 

(a)  The  task  force  shall  include  representation  from  the  following  City  Departments  and 
agencies  - SFDPH,  SFMTA,  SF  TA,  SFPD,  SFFD,  SFDPW,  SFPUC,  SF  Planning, 
Recreation  & Park,  SFUSD,  SF  DOE  and  Mayor's  Office  on  Disability  - as  well  as  at 
least  one  representative  of  a citywide  pedestrian  safety  organization.

(a)  Create  additional  short,  medium  and  long  term  goals  for  promoting  walking  and 
pedestrian  safety  in  all  San  Francisco  neighborhoods,  measurable  goals  and 
benchmarks  (for  individual  agencies  and  for  the  City  including  metrics  to  address 
existing  disparities  in  injuries,  deaths,  and  walking  conditions  in  San  Francisco 
neighborhoods),  strategies  and  actions,  with  timelines  for  implementation. 


(b)  Utilize  the  Pedestrian  Safety  Advisory  Committee  (PSAC)  as  the  community 
advisory  body  charged  with  providing  input  to  the  Plan. 

(c)  Create  a City  summary  document  of  San  Francisco  pedestrian  safety  programs, 
policies,  initiatives,  assessment  tools,  and  research,  and  create  a central  repository  for 
data  and  tools.  The  task  force  shall  determine  a mechanism  by  which  these  resources 
can  be  effectively  shared  across  agencies  and  with  the  public. 


(d)  Analyze  current  City  investments  in  pedestrian  safety  countermeasures  and 
pedestrian  infrastructure  and  make  recommendations  to  increase  and  better  use 
investments  to  achieve  the  goals  of  the  Pedestrian  Action  Plan.
